Dear Sir: 

The inventor of the above-referenced application, David Woessner is deceased. His 
wife and legal representative, Catherine Woessner, has effectively refused to execute this 
application. The owner of this application is Cooper Standard Automotive Inc. (Cooper). 
The undersigned is acting as agent for Cooper in this application, and. is thus acting to submit 
the Declaration in the place of Mrs. Woessner. 

The reasons for this action are set forth below. 

David Woessner was employed by Cooper and under an obligation to assign inventions 
to Cooper. An Invention Disclosure on Cooper paper signed by Mr. Woessner is attached as 
Exhibit A. A Power of Attorney signed by Mr. Woessner for the corresponding PCT 
application that was filed by Cooper Technology Services as the Applicant is attached as 
Exhibit B. I sent a copy of the PCT application, a declaration and an assignment to Mr. 
Woessner by letters of May 26, 2004, July 6, 2004, and July 12, 2004 (copies attached as 
Exhibit C). We never heard a response from Mr. Woessner. 
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Catherine Woessner, Mr. Woessner's wife, contacted my assistant by email on March 
15, 2005 and informed her that she found at least one of the letters sent to Mr. Woessner and 
that Mr. Woessner had died on December 29, 2004. A copy of her email is attached as 
Exhibit D. I replied to her by email on March 15, 2005 and asked her to identity the executor 
or administrator of Mr. Woessner's estate (a copy attached as Exhibit E). Mrs. Woessner 
responded by email on March 17, 2005 stating she is the executor or administrator of Mr. 
Woessner's estate (a copy attached as Exhibit F). Chris Kargula, Engineering Services 
Manager of Cooper, sent Mrs. Woessner an email on March 21, 2005 introducing himself and 
informing her about the patent application (copy attached as Exhibit G). Mrs. Woessner 
replied to the email from Mr. Kargula on March 29, 2005 (copy attached as Exhibit H). Mr. 
Kargula sent another email to Mrs. Woessner on March 31, 2005 including a revised copy of 
the declaration including her name as legal representative, an assignment, and a statement by 
legal representative (copy attached as Exhibit I). Mrs. Woessner replied to Mr. Kargula's 
email on April 1, 2005 indicating that she was not comfortable in signing the documents right 
now (a copy attached as Exhibit J). Mrs. Woessner has effectively refused to sign. 

Cooper has sufficient proprietary interest in the application having serial number 
10/501,591. A document entitled "invention disclosure" describing the invention is attached 
as Exhibit A. This document is on Cooper paper and was filled out and signed by Mr. 
Woessner. Several references to Cooper are included in the "invention disclosure". The 
invention disclosure was used to draft the PCT application PCT/US03/00977 filed January 
14, 2003, which application serial number 10/501,591 claims priority to. The Invention 
Disclosure also states that Mr. Woessner conceived this invention "while at his desk at 
Cooper Standard." Cooper has sufficient proprietary interest in this application. 

A statement signed by Joseph Zakrzewski of Cooper, is attached as Exhibit K. Mr. 
Woessner reported to Mr. Zakrzewski while employed at Cooper. Mr. Zakrzewski is familiar 
with the invention. Mr. Zakrzewski has firsthand knowledge of the invention and states that 
the invention was made in the course of Mr. Woessner's normal duties while employed at 
Cooper. As the invention was made in the normal course of Mr. Woessner's duties while 
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employed at Cooper, and Cooper therefore has sufficient proprietary interest in this 
application. 

A statement signed by Christopher Kargula, Engineering Services Manager of Cooper 
Standard Automotive, is attached as Exhibit L. Mr. Kargula has been corresponding with 
Mrs. Woessner regarding the invention and the patent application. Mrs. Woessner indicated 
to Mr. Kargula that she was not comfortable signing the declaration forwarded by Mr. 
Kargula. 

The inventor is deceased and is therefore no longer employed by the assignee of this 
application. The assignee needs to complete the filing of this application to protect its interests. 
A declaration executed by Karin H. Butchko is also included with this petition. Karin H. 
Butchko is authorized to sign on behalf of the 37 CFR 1.47(b) Applicant, Cooper Standard 
Automotive Inc. 

For the reasons set forth above, assignee submits that the filing of this application under 
Rule 37 CFR 1 .47(b) is proper. Applicant asks that processing of this application now proceed.

The invention is a new method for curing a hose into a specified shape. The old 
method required a hose pre-form to be manually slid over a lubricated metal 
mandrel bent to the desired shape. The mandrel supported and kept the hose in the 
desired shape from the inside as it was cured. The mandrel method is very difficult 
ergonomically and has been attributed to stress and strain injuries to the mandrel 
operators. The new method uses a pre shaped tube to hold and support the hose in 
the desired shape while it is being cured. The method of loading the hoses into the 
tube is by inserting the hose preform at one end of the tube, while at the opposite end 
a vacuum is applied to draw the pre-form through the entire length of the shaped 
tube. Vacuum is not required for this method to work. The parts can be inserted 
manually. Both the vacuum assist and manual methods benefit the operator in ease 
of loading and will reduce the injuries associated with the curing process. 

Apparatus operation: Refer to drawing (1). Place uncured hose (A) at mouth of tube 
(B) insert into tube (C) until preform is fully inserted into tube. If Vacuum (E) 
attachment is used it is applied from end of tube (D) opposite from the load end (B). 
The product is then set in the curing oven for the required period of time and 
removed by pulling the product from load end (B).

Reading through the e-mail string below, I understand the concern. I am sure you are dealing with much 
legal documentation and resolving many issues. However, let me assure you, that the inventor's signature 
on the Declaration and Assignment is common. In some cases the inventor will ask about incentives from 
the company, which typically happens at the time they complete the disclosure (attached). I don't recall 
David asking, but he may already have known from a previous patent seminar or communication meetings. 
Our incentive program awards a $500 EEE savings bond or $250 check (everyone has asked for the 
check), and a plaque once the US National has issued. There is no royalty or license paid to inventors who 
work for the company and have the job function of developing improved technologies for the company.
